Contains 86oacres, Ithas twelve grand entrances, contains 28 
miles of walks, 10 miles of carriage roads, and 5 miles of bridle 
paths. More than 10,000,000 pe: ple visit the park annually. 

City HALL, City Hall Park.— Built of marble in 1803. 
The Governor’s room contains the Portraits of all the 
Governors of New York State, the chair and desk at which 
Washington wrote his first message to Congress, and many

GEN. GRANT’S TOMB, in Riverside Park, at 123d Street, 
overlooking the Hudson River, Erected by popular sub- 
Scription at a cost of nearly $600,000 and dedicated April 27, 
1897, with imposing ceremonies.

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DROWNING.—1. Loosen clothing, if any. 2, Empty 
lungs of water by laying body on its stomach, and lifting it 
by the middle so that the head hangs down. Jerk the body 
afewtimes. 3. Pull tongue forward, using handkerchief, or 
piu with string, if necessary. 4. Imitate motion of respira- 
tion by alternately compressing and expanding the lower 
ribs, Ehout twenty times a minute. Alternately raising and 
lowering the arms from the sides up above the head will 
stimulate the action of the lungs. Let it be done gently 
but persistently. 5. Apply warmth and friction to ex- 
tremities. 6. By holding tongue forward, closing the nos- 
trils, and pressing the ‘* Adam’s apple” back (so as to close 
entrance to stomach), direct inflation may betried. Takea 
deep breath and breathe it forcibly into the mouth of pa- 
tient, compress the chest to expel the air, and repeat the 
operation. 7. DON’T GIVE UP! People have been saved 
after HOURS of patient, vigorous effort. 8. When breathing 
begins, get patient into a warm bed, give WARM drinks, or 
spirits in teaspoonfuls, fresh air, and quiet. 


SUNSTROKE.—There are two important indications for 
treatment — reduction of temperature and the use of stimu- 
lants. The patient should first be removed to a cooler spot 
if possible, or at least where shade can be secured. The 
treatment shouldbe begun at once. The clothing about the 
neck and body must be either loosened or removed. Cold 
is particularly indicated in cases where there is great heat 
of the body, and delirium and convulsive movements are 
present. This means of reducing the temperature may be 
applied in the shape of cracked ice about the head and spine, 
or the use of cold water. If the heat of the body is very 
great, it may be necessary to wrap the patient in sheets wet 
with cold water, If thereis, besides the great heat, evidence 
of serious depression, stimulants must be used while the cold 
is being applied. 

BURNS AND SCALDS.—Cover with cooking soda, and lay 
wet cloths over it. Whites of eggsand olive oil. Olive oil or 
linseed oil, plain, or mixed with chalk or whiting. Sweet or 
olive oil and lime-water. Shock, which is always present in 
severe burns, requires theadministration of stimulants. Pain 
is more constant and intense in burns than in any other form 
of injury, and requires sedatives, which should be adminis- 
tered by the medica? attendant. Later on the appearances 
of inflammation and other complications are to be carefully 
watched for. 


HAMORRHAGE.—The usual treatment is rest in the re- 
cumbent position; small pieces of ice should be freely swal- 
lowed, and the application of ice wrappedin a towel, or in an 
ice-bag, or snow, cold water, etc., over the stomach; hot 
applications may be applied to the extremities. 


Fir IN A BUILDING.—Crawl on the floor. The clearest 
airis the lowest in theroom. Cover head with woolen wrap, 
wet if possible. Cut holes forthe eyes. Don't get excited.

tkey to Tide Tables 


Nore.—The tables of tides for San Francisco, San 
Pedro, Port Townsend and Astoria are obtained from 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. These 
tides are extremely irregular, both as regards interval 
and height, 

The two tides may occur either during the same 
morning or during the same afternoon, 0h, 00m, is 
midnight and 12h. 00 m, is noon, An A. M, tide in the 
Pp. M. column is marked a; a P. M, tide in the A, M, 
column is marked p, ‘To change “Pacific Standard 
Time’? to San Francisco “ Local Time,” subtract 10 
minutes, For San Pedro, add 7 minutes, For Port 
Townsend, subtract 11 minutes. For Astoria, sub- 
tract 15 minutes. The height is reckoned from the level 
of average lower low waters, for which the soundings 
are given onthecoast and geodetic survey charts, These 
predicted times are all in ‘Pacific Standard Time,” 
eight hours slower than Greenwich time, The large 
tide is distinguished by the letter 1, and the asterisk 


(*) denotes that both tides are of the same height, 
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
